Shanghai Papers to hand give 
details of the piracy of the Nor- 
wegian steamer Botnia near Hai- 
chow, as a result of which the 
master, Captain A. Haaland, and 
the Chicf Officer, Mr. H, Wester- 
heim, were seized and threatened 
With death by torture unless ran- 
som of $500,000 were immediately 
forthcoming. 

These ‘two officers, together with 
one ather foréigner, also an officer 
of the Botnia, and five Chinese, 
members of the compradore’s staff 
of the steamer, were taken ‘from 
‘the.vessel.at-the point-of rifles and 
pistols ‘while the’ steamer was 
atuck on a’bar near Haichow. All 
were, however, subsequently re- 
lensed with the exception of Cupt,

OVER THIRTY ABDUCTED 
_~éBY BANDITS. 


EIGHT MONTHS’ TOLL. 


" Shanghai, Sept. 18. 
The murder of a Roman Catholic 
Bishop-and two priests in Hupch,’ 
directs attention to the large num- 
ber of murders and outrages of 
which foreigners have been 
victims in the interior of China 
this year. We leave out (says the 
N.C. Daily News) the murders and 
armed robberies in Shanghai and 
other large cities, ridings of dis- 
contented and "mutinons soldiers, 
even the many organized piracies 
which are of constant occurrence 
the length of the China coast. 
Major outrages on. foreigners in 
the ‘interior during the course of 
this year include nine foreigners 
(all missionaries except one), mur- 
dered ‘by brigands, 32 captured 
and held to ransom, often barbar- 
ously ill-treated during the period 
of their detention .,and seven 
others the victims of violent rob- 
bery and treatment which only 
just stopped short of abduction, 
| © Following is.a summary of the 
outrages: — ; " 


Murders, : 


Telegraphist J. H.. Snaw, of 
H.M.S, Tern, was stabbed to death 
by unknown Oersons at Shasi, on 
April 5. 

On April 7, Mr. Herbert K.
